ON OHIO RIVER BRIDGE 


Indianapolis, Nov. 22—(A.P.) 


—With arrangements practically 
completed for Indiana and Ken- 
tucky to begin construction of 
the Evansville bridge over the 
Ohio river, Indiana will move 
towards construction of another 
bridge "which has long been 
contemplated when it opens bids 
Dec. 9 for the Mt. Carmel bridge. 


This structure will span the 


Wataash river connecting Prince- 
ton, Ind., and Mt. Carmel, 111. 
The cost will be shared equally 
toy Indiana and Illinois and it 
will be on Indiana Road 56 and 
Illinois Road 45. 
'Both states will receive bids 


on the structure, those filed with 
the Indiana commission to be 
opened here, and those filed be- 
fore the Illinois commission to 
toe opened in Springfield. The 
two commissions will meet at a 
later date to canvas the bids and 
award a contract. 
| The cost is estimated at $600,- 


000 to $700;000. The project has 
been .under process of negotia- 
tion for nearly two years. 


The bridge will consist of 


twelve steel spans, each 225 feet 
or an approximate total length 
of 2,750 feet. There will be elev- 
en <concrete piers and two con- 
crete abutments. The river chan- 
nel foundations will go fifteen

were taken critically ill yester- 
day and physicians said they 
had little- hope for the elder 
woman's recovery. 


Mrs. 
Kissler and Ruth told

W. G. Lawson today tBat they 
had noticed a bitter taste in 
their coffee at noon yesterday 
but that Ruby had urged them 
to drink it. 


No reason for either the sui- 


cide or the apparent poison plot 
against the mother and sister 
has been advanced although it 
was believed Ruby might have

unbalanced mentally 


from brooding over her life-long 
deformity.

PROSPECTIVE DEFICIT 


IN SUMS NOW LOOMS 


Executive Says Other Funds 


Can Be Used to Meet Oper- 


ating Expenses. 


Washington, November 22—(A. 


P.)—Regardless of a .prospective 
deficit,, President Hoover has dis- 
approved suggestions for sus- 
pending this year all reduction of 
the public debt. 
In the interest of sound gov- 


ernment financing the chief ex- 
ecutive announced yesterday he 
wished left alone the sinking, 
fund set aside for reducing the 
oblications of the United States. 
With his announcement, what 
hopes remained for a continu- 
ance of the current one per 
cent reduction in income tax 
rate sank to a new low. 
The proposal had been made 


in several quarters that the sink- 
ing fund, now about-$430,000,000 
a year be applied through con- 
gressional authorization .against 
this year's expenditures. It was 
hoped to avert, or reduce to a 
minimum, the deficit and also 
permit continuance of the low 
tax rate. % 
The president indicated other 


funds which have been applied 
to debt reduction during the 
surplus years would be available 
for current use. These include 
foreign debt payments and other 
receipts which have not been 
needed .for immediate govern- 
mentioperations.- 


The government now is 
far 


ahead of the statutory require- 
ments in the .matter-of debt re- 
duction. From the peak of $26.- 
000,000,000 the national's obliga- 
tions have been reduced in ten 
years to $16,000,000,000. It was 
this condition that inspired the 
proposal to leave the debt unre- 
duced for one year. Even before

Sixty uer cent of the world's 
gold lies in the coffers of two na- 
tions, the United States and 
Jftrance. 


Never since the world war have 


any two countries held such a 
stupendous share of the world's 
wealth. The 
federal 
reserve 


board set the United States hold- 
ings of .November 1 at $4,530,- 
000,000. They have grown $140,- 
000,000 in ten months of this 
year. 


i Prance, said the board, has 
toeen the globe's principal taker 
of gold since 1927 when it stabi- 
lized the franc. The bank o: 
IFrance utilized its foreign bal- 
ances to increase the gold reser- 
ves until the spring of 1929 
Then it stopped, but commercial 
banks continued the inflow, add- 
ing to the bank of France re- 
serves a total of $550,000,000. The 
republic's holdings now is $1,- 
999,000,000. 


The American holdings are no' 


at the postwar peak, but $150,- 
000,000 under the mark set in 
May, 
1927. Losses occurred then 


until June, 1928. The stock mar- 
ket rise brought in $280,000,000 


. worth in 1928 and 1929, and then 


with the recession, $100,000,000 
flowed out since that movement 
this country has imported from 
Japan, China, Brazil and other 
Latin-American countries. There 
was little movement to and 
from Europe, and gold went from 
this country to Canada to some 
extent. 


Other countries which gainec 


gold include Great Britain and 
Italy, the former building up its 
reserve to $782.000,000, the latter 
adding $6,000,000. Germany losi 
$12,000,000; Argentina $47,000,000 
and Brazil $108,000,000.

American finance 


showed meanwhile a continued 
decline in government income 
October internal revenue receipts 
were $6,732,295 below those o: 
October, 1929, making the total 
for the first four months of the 
fiscal year $69,203,779 below the 
same period of last year. 


The biggest loss for the month 


was shown by documentary tax- 
es, off about four millions. In- 
come taxes were down less than 
a million and the other losses 
were more nearly nominal.

EDUCATION'S NEW TOOLS 


It is becoming rather hard to dodge some sort 


of ah education in the^United States. There are 
part-time schools, libraries, clubs, night schools, 
free schools, high schools, preparatory schools, 
colleges, universities, Chatauquas, lyceums, so- 
cial settlements, books, newpapers, magazines, 
radio stations, motion pictures and other institu- 
tions and forces contributing to the intellectual 
growth of humanity. 


With the numerous new inventions and dis- 


coveries—the telephone, wireless, automobile and 
air craft—the age lias almost produced a new 
language; certainly it lias added thousands upon 
thousands of new terms to the language of the 
•world. The World war produced an entire new 
lexicon of war terms, unknown in the Civil war. 
The man who drives an automobile speaks a dif- 
ferent language from his horse-driving ancestry. 


In the school of life today, children have com- 


mon knowledge of some things that, if they had 
suddenly appeared in olden times, might have 
struck the savants of the ancients as supernatur- 
al. Of course the scholars of the dark ages had 
valuable knowledge that stiiriiave to be learned; 
that helps to illuminate our own boasted age. 
Still one might imagine that even Socrates, with 
his wealth of philosophy and his calmness -In the 
presence of death, might have been startled just 
a bit if he had suddenly caught a vision of horse- 
less carriages and had seen lightning made a 
drudge. Though he heard -voices" from invisible 
sources, the radio would have amazed him. 


Truly, the education from today's environment 


in the United States has a lot in it that is rich 
in interest. One can learn a lot by listening and 
looking in this age of wonders. 


TIME AND TRAVEL 


We have a habit of saying that time flies. 


Literally it does not. But man has come to be 
quite a flier. There are people who believe that 
airplanes will some day be as thick as automo- 
biles. Stranger things have happened. 


Sixty years ago Heart and Home, a magazine, 


said, in the course of comment.about balloons 
being shown on a New York stage: -There may 
be children now living who may yet see balloons 


up for freights and passage, moved by cords 
precisely as they were on the occasion referred 
to. Eyen at this moment an impression exists 
that regular trips will pretty soon be made in 
balloons from Dover to Calais across the British 
Channel. If it can be accomplished there, a trip 
can be made just as easily from New York to San 
Francisco. All that seems wanting now is the 
discovery of a method of steering them.'? 


Twenty-five years ago an automobile was a 


luxury. Only a few had a vision of the futiire as 
to the growth of this business. No one dares 
predict what the next quarter of a century has in 
store for mankind in the realm of travel. 


COMMUNITY STANDARDS 


One other thing has broken down, in addition 


to the old-fashioned American home. That is 
the old American community. Once there was 
the pressure of community opinion to hold its 
members to the community standard of conduct. 


And there was general acquaintance, to make 


it difficult to conceal one's doings, or to escape to 
parts unknown. Now there is, in the larger cen- 
ters, no one community opinion, but a multitude 
of-groups, none^of which much cares what the 
others think of it. And nobody knows anybody 
else, and anywhere is -among stangers." 


So it is easy not to care, easy to transgress, and 


easy to hide. The nineteenth century fear of 
••what people will say" is gone. And a nineteenth 
century police system can scarcely keep track of 
the culprits of a twentieth century city. So we 
need a new study, to meet a new problem. 


The smallest things on earth are atoms and the

Sixty-six years ago (24th that 


year 27th this) President Lincoln 
issued his last Thanksgiving 
proclamation as follows:-— 


A PROCLAMATION 


It has pleased Almighty God. 


to prolong our national exist- 
ence another year, .defending us 
with Bis guardian care against 
unfriendly designs 
from 
foes 


abroad and vouchsafing to us, 
in His mercy, many signal vic- 
tories over the enemy, who is of 
our own household. It has also 
pleased .our Heavenly Father Jpo 
favor us, as well as our citizens, 
hi their homes, as our soldiers, 
their camps, and our sailors pn 
the seas, with unusual health 
He has largely, augmented pur 
free population, by emancipation 
and emigration, while He has 
opened to us new sources 
wealth and has.crowned the la- 
bor of our working men, in every 
department of industry, wjth 
abundant reward. Moreover He 
has been pleased to animate our 
minds and hearts, with forti- 
tude, courage arid resolution, 
sufficient for the great trial of 
Civil war, into which we have 
been brought, by' pur people/as 
a nation, to the cause of free- 
dom, and humanity and to af- 
ford to us reasonable hopes of an 
ultimate and happy deliverance 
from all our dangers and afflic- 
tions. Now therefore, I, Abraham 
Lincoln, President-of the United

-Passion Play" owes its origin, Co 
Caspar Schuchier, a poor peas- 
ant of Oberammergau,. who Uved 
about the time the Pilgrim Fa- 
thers settled in America. 


However, as far back as 'the 


Twelfth century, there hag bein 
a "Passion Play" in the li($£ 
village but toward the close of 
the" fifteenth century,.the.uva^.tr 
ing wars of Germany in combat 


with the Swedes, led by Gustayus 
Adolphus, left little time to the 
mountain dwellers of Bavaria for 
play. A great pestilence broke 
out, in the villages surrounding 
Oberammergau, as a result of the 
thirty years war, called the 
•'Black Death," but this little 
village, by a vigorous quarantine 
remained untouched. At that 
particular time, this good man 
Casper Schuchier, was working in 
the plague stricken village of 
Escheniohe and felt an uncon- 
trollable desire to return to his 
wife and children, who were liv 
ing in Oberammergau. 


He evaded the quarantine, re- 


turned to his home and in fci/o 
days was dead. The fatal plague, 
which he had brought, spread 
with deadly hiaste and in thirty 
three days, eighjyfour of 
ti^e 


villagers had perished. Despair 
seized the .inhabitants, for un- 
less the plague was stopped, 
there would not be enough of the 
inhabitants left to bury the 
dead. Curative methods were 
useless, and in this dilemna they 
looked to God, and.made a"sol- 
emn vow, that if spared further

T IS truly a!n art to make a good 
poultryjituffing. A taste for in- 


terestinsKcomiilriations, a choice ot 
seasonings, a blending ot ingredi- 
ents and the proper proportion ot 
liquid must form the basis for- a 
perfect stuffing. 
There is a special stuffing for 


each kind ot poultry. Turkey and 
chicken require a less highly fla- 
vored stuffing than duck and goose, 
while guinea foiyi needs still an- 
other variety. 
Old-fashioned Bread stuffing Is 


the foundation for a number of 
other good fillings. The addition 
of celery, oysters, sausage, mush- 
rooms, chestnuts and onions to the 
basic recipe change it as the cook 
desires. These stuffings, with the 
exception of onion, are suitable for 
any varietv of fowl. Onion stuffing 
.should not be used with turkey or 
chicken. 
The highly-flavored fruit stuff- 


ings are appropriate ' for duck, 
goose and guinea fowl. 


The size of the bird of course 


determines the amount of stuffing 
required, but it will take at least 
a whole loaf of bread for a me- 
dium-sized fowl and up to two 
loaves of bread will be needed for 
a turkey. The bread must be at 
least 24 hours old. 


Plain Bread Stuffing 


One loaf stale bread. 1 teaspoon 


salt, 1-2 teaspoon pepper, 1-2 cup 
melted butter. 1 egg. hot water or 
'milk. 


Crumb _bread coarsely, discard- 


ing crust. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper 
Add melted butter, toss- 


ing crumbs with a fork to mix it 
through them. Add egg well beat- 
en and mix lightly with fork. Add 
not. more than ofte-half cup boiling 
water or hot milk and mix lightly 
Cover and let stand five or ten 
minutes. If the dressing is not as 
moist as wanted for serving, add a 


few tablespoons more hi. 
Do not pack firmly in any bn_, 
the stuffing expands during roast- 
ing./ 
For celery stuffing, add z cups 


ot celery cooked until tender in a
